The folks “ back home’’ perhaps do not always fully realize the 
many demands trade upon their congressman. 
As a general thing, 
the members of cither house of Congress are judged largely by the 
laws that they enact and the effect of such laws upon the welfare of the 
nation 
But in addition to this, it might also be truthfully said that to 
a large extent both Senators and Representatives in Congress are as a 
matter of fact treated as mere errand boys by their constituents. 
They are called upon and expected to look after any business 
the citizen may have with any department, of the government, to se­ 
cure information concerning hundreds of different questions, to help 
facilitate pensions and loans through the finance Corporation, inves­ 
tigate revenue taxes levied against individuals, secure places, perqui­ 
sites and privileges for friends— indeed, there are so many things of 
a personal character which they are constantly doing for the people 
they represent that they are often prevented from giving adequate 
consideration to important legislation. 
Hie average Congressman’s 
lot is not always a happy one.

It is announced from Washington that four Democratic Senators 
who were ardent supporters of President Wilson in his unsuccessful 
efforts to force ratification of the Versailles treaty, including the 
League o( Nations covenant, in the last Congress, will soon take the 
stump in Missouri in the interest of Senator James A. Reed, who was 
perhaps the bitterest of all the anti-Wilson and anli-League Senators. 
This announcement naturally suggests to political leaders that 
Mr. Wilson’s leadership and influence in Democratic politics are pass­ 
ing, as Senator Reed is engaged in a primary campaign for the Demo­ 
cratic Senatorial nomination against Breckenridge Long, who is run­ 
ning on a platform of support for the League of Nations and the Wilson 
policies.

Hitchcock (N eb.), leader of the Wilson forces in 
the last Congress; Stanley (K y .),Simmons (N. C .), and Overman 
(N. C.).

panying decline of more than 1,000,000,01X) pounds of dressed beef. 
Exports of beef fell from 728,000,000 pounds in 1918 to 52,000,000 
pounds for 1921. 
The consumption of lamb and mutton in the United 
States is increasing slightly. 
The Britisher consumes about seven times 
as much lamb and mutton as the average American, and the French­ 
man consumes four times as much.
